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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 14-25 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Independent 
claim 14 discloses a patentable distinct apparatus from the one disclose on previously 
presented independents claims 1 and 1 1 and independent claim 22 is drawn to a 
method for monitoring a process which is also patentable distinct from the original 
claims; the newly presented claims also belong in different classes and their 
examination would present a serious burden on the Examiner. Since applicant has 
received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has 
been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. 
Accordingly, claims 14-25 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non- 
elected invention.
